There were 96 persons 
In Jail January 1, WIG, and on Decem- 
ber 31, 191C, there were 133 prisoners, 
10 being widowers. 


But 26 per cont of the persons com- 


mitted were unable to read and write, 
none.of these had ever attended public 
school. But 12 par cent of tho total 
number committed were colored. Thero 
were 77 prlsonois under 16 years of age. 
Tho males committed during the year 
numbered 2,165, a» against 180 women 
and girls.

Members of tho Connetlsville Coal 


Tariff Association, which has conduct- 
ed the fight for lower rates on coal 
from the Connellsville region before 
both the Pennsylvania Public Service 
Commission and tho Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, do not anticipate 
that the reduced tariffs filed by the 
Pennsylvania railroad will be either. 
suspended or set aside by the state 
or lie national regulatory bodies. It 
Is contended that inasmuch as the 
Cleai fleld region coal is a low volatile 
steam coal it does not come in com- 
petition in tho Eastern markets with, 
ihe high volatile Counellsville coal.
